WASHINGTON. — Proviaional re­ 
ports on the population in 31 cities 
cf 25,000 or more based on the 1940 
census show an increase of 6.3 per 
eent in the decade ended with this 
year, compared with a 23 per cent 
gain for the same communities in 
the previous decade, the census bu­ 
reau stated. 
Only two of the cities, Boise. Ida­ 
ho, and Newport, Ky., for which fig­ 
ures were given grew faster in the 
decade just ended than in the pre­ 
vious one. Three others, Fall River, 
Manchester, N. H., and Wilming­ 
ton, N. C., checked the declines not­

The highest rates of increase were 
54 per cent rn Gadsden, Al*., and 
52 9 in Lubbock, Texas.

Because of the dry condition after 
long drouth, underbrush and trees 
were like tinder. 
Time Is Essential 
Ruddy from his healthful rou­ 
tine which keeps him out-of-doors 
most of the time, Mr. M erritt is 
a striking figure in his olive green 
uniform as he sweeps the horizon 
with field glasses in search of a 
wisp of smoke. Obviously, a le rt­ 
ness and conscientious application 
to duty are prime requisites of 
the forest observer, since tim e is 
so essential in fighting fire. A 
blaze may be alm ost negligible if 
it is “spotted” early enough by 
the tow er sentinel who im m ed­ 
iately telephones the nearest fire 
warden, who in turn, speeds to 
the spot designated to extinguish 
the flame. 
The 50-foot tow er was built 20 
years ago. A steel structure, it 
rises from a rock base and is con­ 


structed to “sw ay in the breeze.” 
Such construction is necessary for 
a tall structure which is exposed 
to stiff breezes a t an altitude of 
over 2,300 feet. 
In 1935 and '38 CCC boys from 
Tannersville built a road from 
S am s Point to the neighborhood 
of this tow er to m ake it m ore ac­ 
cessible to visitors.

WASHINGTON. — Proviaional re­ 
ports on the population in SI cities 
of 25.000 or more based on the 1940 
census show an increase of 6.3 per 
eent in the decade ended with this 
year, compared with a 23 per cent 
gain for the same communitiea in 
the previous decade, the census bu­ 
reau stated. 
Only two of the cities, Boise, Ida­ 
ho, and Newport, Ky., for which fig­ 
ures were given grew faster in the 
decade just ended than in the pre­ 
vious one. Three others, Fall River, 
Manchester, N. H., and Wilming­ 
ton. N. C., checked the declines not­ 
ed between 1920 
and 
1930 and 
showed slight increases from 1930 
to 1940. 
The highest rates of increase were 
54 per cent m Gadsden, Ala., and 
52.9 in Lubbock, Texas. 
Seven cit­ 
ies lost population in the decade, 
these including Elizabeth, N. J., 
which had a decline from 114,589 
in 1930 to 109.396 this year. 
The census bureau said that these 
figures were compiled by district su­ 
pervisors in the field and might be 
somewhat changed when the final 
count ii made here.

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FORD’S AIRPLANE MOTOR 
Henry Ford, 77 years old on July .'*0, told 
interviewers that he found the world Rood, 
or at least the part of It that is the I niter! 
States of America. 
“I was never more confident than I am 
today," hi- said, “that the future will bring 
happiness, contentment and prosperity to our 
people.” 
Mr. Ford views the current world conflict 
in the light of the war of 1914-1918. “The 
United States won’t get into this war,’’ he 
said, “because oui people have learned from 
experience that only a limited few with 
ilnam ial Investments involved ever profit 
from war." He didn't say what he thought 
neutral Scandinavia and Switzerland and the 
Balkan countries had learned from experi­ 
ence in this connection. 
But Ford looks forward with more origi­ 
nality when he turns to motors. On his birth­ 
day hr announced plans for the production 
of a new airplane engine of 1,500 horsepower. 
It will bo a 12-cyllnder, V-type, liquid-cooled 
motor, more powerful than any yet designed 
for aerial use. Alloy metal will lie used, to 
keep down weight and maintain strength and 
durability. 
That's good news as far as it goes. The 
public would lie glad to hear that such 
motors were tieing made in quantity and 
used for tho country’s Iteneflt.

DANGEROUS CURIOSITY 
A serious railroad accident near Cuyahoga 
Falls, Ohio, that took tho lives of 43 persons, 
w as a recent tragedy suggesting that vio­ 
lence and sudden death are not confined to 
war zones. The collision of a freight train 
and a passenger train powered with a gaso- 
Jine-electric engine resulted in explosion and 
fire and death. It will lie thoroughly studied 
by railroad and jxilioo officials in order to get 
fit the cause and prevent a repetition. 
Another feature of the accident calls for 
equally thorough study. A news report tells 
o f thousands of persons who “jammed the 
scene." They "dogged the highways and 
fought with police, firemen and state high­ 
way patrolmen for a look at the disaster.’’ 
Curiosity is a universal human trait. With­ 
out it, man would never have learned much 
aliout his environment or invented anything. 
Rut curiosity needs control and direction. It 
needs judgment and decency. 
The morbid curiosity that causes men and 
women to get in the way during a grave 
emergency and to fight with firemen and 
police who need space and freedom of move­ 
ment to do their work la disgusting and 
utterly without excuse. This is something 
children nm! to lie taught and grown-ups 
need to teach it by example as well as pre­ 
cept.

ITCHING - CKI KITls 


I have spoken before of trying to find the num­ 
ber of causes of headache. I counted over one hun­ 
dred. others have counted m any more th an this. 
It would seem that another simple yet annoying 
symptom has likewise a great m any causes.

Wide Variations 
Examination of the retinas of 
various animals shows wide varia­ 
tion in the num ber of rods and 
cones, according to the Better Vision 
institute. In Ashes the two types of 
cells are about equal in number, 
but the cones are very large. 
In 
amphibians tho rods outnumber the 
cones and the cones are much 
sm aller than in other animals. 
In 
snakes and lizards, creatures with 
very poor vision, the rods are scarce 
or entirely abient. In birds, which 
have rem arkably good sight, the 
cones outnumber the rods, but not 
to the degree found in reptiles. In 
large animals, as well as in human 
beings, the rods are more numerous.
